A certein Duke of Orleans was, while a 
Child, of fo giddy and fo intrattable a Tem= 
per, that be could not be perfuaded fo much as 
to learn bis Letters but his Tutor objerving 
bis Love for Soldiers, and whatever related 
to the Trade of War, made ufe of it to con- 
troul bis Antipathy to Reading, by having 
be PiGtures of bis Guards drawn in Minia- 
and marking them with the Letters of 
the Miphabet. Thefe, after fome Time, be 
drew up into Words, and managed with fach 
Addrefs, that bis Highnefs got through whole 
Sentences, when formed into Companies, and 
tyias not tired even with a long Period, in the 
pe of a Battalion, By Degrees, thefe 
aitts made the young Prince take a Liking to 
Books, as well as War; and the Colleétion 
de bis Study, is at this Time a Noble 
Part of the French King’s famous Library, 
Sweb are the Fruits of a WAfe and well im- 
Indulgence,

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BUT the bare engaging young People to 
love Reading, is Pie only good Effect 
flowing from the Perufal of thefe kind 
Stories, they alfo infenfibly infill Addrefs, 
Politenefs, and a bigh Senfe of Virtue, Thefe 
are undoubtedly valuable Acquirements, ond 
we can name none of more Confequence in @l- 
moft the whole Circle of Breeding, by ubich I 
would be underftood to mean the Principles ca 
Education, and thoje Sceds feattered in Minds 
very young 5 on this Account therefore 1 would 
have Lads "till they are Fifteen, and young 
Ladies ’till they are Thirteen, allowed to 
make what Choice they pleafe of Books in 
this Way. By converfing with tbefe Authors 
on Enfinefs of Stile, and an unaffected Flow 
Words is better, and much fooner aitais 
than by any other Metbod within the Cor 
of my Knowledge. A Bey of sollerable Parts, 
baving read with Delight fome well-wrought 
Adventure of an enterprizing Knight, is 2 
far touched therewith, as ta mention it to bis 
Companions ; who, fond like bimfelf of fuch 
Prange Things, urge bim to repeat it, be yields 
to their Requeft ; and though bis Narrative 
may bave many Imperfeltions, yet as be fpem 
not before Critics, they are over-look 
bis Tale applauded. This Applaufe tickles 
bis Ambition, and makes the young Speaker 
At more 
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more attentive in bis Studies: He perceives 
bow Mens Minds are touched by Language, 
snd labours to improve bis Faculty of Nar+ 
rating, His Auditors again throw in their 
pintions, and as they differ in preferring this 
er that Hero, fo difputes arife, and Arguments 
are banded to and fro, and the Minds of a 
puvenile Company thus engaged, open and ex= 
pand themfeloes neve ix one of thefe artlefs 
wnappointed Converfations, than by a Months 
Sindy ina Language they do not underftand, 
signd on Subjedts for whicd they have no Tafte, 
Chownifh People, and Perfons long doomed to 
‘ebat is called Low-Life, (let them be ever fo

AS Romances require in a great Mel~ 
fare, the fame Ornaments with true Hiftory, 
‘fo, many Advantages generally drawn ‘fro 
the latter, may with much more Pleafure and 
Eafe be inftilled ly the former, if they Vike 
judicioufly written, a Circumftance’’ equ 
neccffary to Narratives feigned, or true. In lade 
ing the Scene of a Romance, the Geogrs 
of the Country muft be as well preferved amb 
a5 nicely written, as if the Adventures reprte 
Seated therein bad really happened : fo likewo 
the Manners, Cuftoms, and remarkable Poitts 
of Hiftory in well known Nations mnft be 
defiribed by a Romance Writer, with ‘as 
faithful and as judicious a Pen, as if be were 
‘writing an authentic Narrative ; dy ide 
Pernfal therefore of theft, Readers acquive 
without feeking, I might even fay without 
perceiving it, if not an accurate, set a tolteee 
able Tea of the Situation, Climate’ ayt 
principal Commodities of various rity 
with the Genius, Fortunes, and Way of 
ving, of their refpettive Inbabitants. ' 
Eel, who that reads the Princely’ 
Cleve, can fail of baving right No

ifrom thence many valuable Circumstances, 
velating to the Hiftory and Manners of the 
Modrs, who for fo long a Trakt of Time pof- 
Pefi'd the noble Kingdom of Granada, and 
‘ether Parts of Spain? The late Humour of 
peoding Oriental Romances, fuch as the A~ 
Yabian, Perfian, aad Turkith Tales, tbo” 
J will not contend, it bas much better’d our 
Morals, bos however extended our Notions, 
wand made the Customs of the Eaft much more 
ffaniiliar tous than they were before, or pro- 
bably ever would bave been, bad they not been

This Book eftablifhed bis Re- 
putation, being received with ~ Ap 
plaufe. In 1725 it was Re-printed in Hoke 
land. Here in England we had two Tranf 
lations of thefe Chinefe Tales; one by she 
Rev, Mr, Tuo. Srackuouse, in a 
“neat Stile, and adorned with feveral curtoite 
Notes and Obfervations. In 1732, ‘the 
Work I now prefent you appeared in Parity 
in three Vol. in Twelves, and the Author #3. 
in the Privilege Stiled Monfieur Gu Bir 
LETEE Subititut de M. le Procureur da 
Roy du Chatelet de Paris. The Polite Pat 
of the World were extreamly well fatisfad 
with thefe Mogul Tales, and the Reputation 
they bad gained in France, tempted me to’ 
bow they would be relifbed in England ;: 
Succefs here, bas bed indeed greater than 2 
expetted, and I bave no Reafon to doubs thik:
